FEDERAL  LEGISLATION  -  BILLS  IJITRODUCEE 


Credit  and  Insurance 

Crop  Insurance 

Cotton.  Would  amend  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Act  to  in- 
clude cotton  along  with  wheat  as  commodities  to  he  insured  against 
crop  losses.  The  procedures  applying  to  the  insurance  of  wheat 
would  also  apply  to  cotton.    (S.  1324,  Mr.  Bilbo,  April  14.) 

Debt  Adjustment  and  Belief 

Farm  Loans.  Would  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
and  the  Governor  of  the  Farm  Credit  Administration  to  "compromise, 
adjust,  or  cancel  indebtedness"  arising  from  major  loans  mr.de  to 
farmers  on  virtually  all  major  loan  Acts  since  1918.  Before  debt 
readjustment  can  be  accomplished,  these  prerequisites  are  neces- 
sary: (l)  That  the  indebtedness  has  been  due  and  payable  for  at 
least  three  years,  (2)  that  the  debtor  is  unable  to  meet  the  obli- 
gation in  full  or  has  no  prospect  of  doing  so,  and  (3)  that  the 
debtor  has  acted  in  good  faith  to  meet  the  obligation.  Money  would 
be  appropriated  froia  the  Treasury  to  administer  the  Act.  (S.  1539, 
Mr.  G-urney,  April  15.) 

Private  Credit 

Livestock  Insurance.  Would  authorize  the  Farm  Credit  Admin- 
istration to  insure  private  or  cooperative  financial  institutions 
for  loans  made  for  the  purchase  of  livestock  for  restocking  or 
herd- foundation  purposes.  Insurance  is  not  to  exceed  80  percent  of 
the  leans,  nor  to  cover  an  ainount  exceeding  $25,000.  The  premium 
charge  is  to  be  determined  by  the  Governor  of  the  Farm  Credit  Ad- 
ministration. A  livestock  loan  insurance  fund  is  created  to  cover 
operation  of  the  Act.     (S.  1325,  Mr.  Nye,  April  14.) 

Governmental  Cooperation 

Interstate 

Republican  F.iver  Compact.  Would  grant  Congressional  consent 
to  a  compact  to  be  entered  into  by  tho  States  of  Colorado,  Kansas, 
and  Nebraska  with  respect  to  the  use  of  waters  of  the  Republican 
River  Basin.  Water  footage  is  allocated  to  each  State.  The  com- 
pact is  to  be  administered  by  an  officia.1  in  each  State.  (S.  1361, 
Mr.  Harris,  April  22.    See  H.  J.  Res.  90,  Bulletin  59,  pago  2.) 
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Land  Development 

Drainage  and  Irrigation  Projects 

Drainage  Districts.  To  conserve  agricultural  land  resources 
in  humid  areas,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  as- 
sist in  "repair,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation,  and  improvement" 
of  drainage  works  maintained  and  operated  "by  an  organized  drainage 
district  or  as  a  public  drainage  enterprise.  Such  assistance  is  to 
be  granted  only,  (l)  after  the  district  has  made  application,  (2) 
where  construction  of  drainage  works  has  been  completed  prior  to 
the  passage  of  this  Act,  (3)  where  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has 
determined  that  the  assistance  will  result  in  improved  land  utili- 
zation, and  (4)  after  drainage  districts  have  entered  into  contract 
to  reimburse  the  Federal  Government  over  a  20  year  period  60  per- 
cent of  the  project  costs. 

As  a  condition  to  extending  benefits,  the  Secretary  may  ac- 
quire the  enactment  of  State  and  local  laws  providing  for  soil-con- 
serving land  use  practices  and  for  the  efficient  and  effective  op- 
eration of  drainage  enterprises.  In  administering  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  existing  facilities  within  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture are  to  be  utilized.     (H.  R.  569,  Mr.  Doxey,  January  3.) 


Marketing 

Agricultural  Prices  and  Income 

Corn.  Would  permit  increased  acreage  allotments  in  corn  so 
long  as  the  excess  acreage  planted  is  devoted  to  food  for  the  farm 
family,  feed  for  livestock,  "or  sweet  corn  for  human  consumption." 
The  bill  is  designed  to  provide  additional  food  for  national  de- 
fense and  applies  to  crops  harvested  in  1941  and  1942.  (H.  R. 
4439,  Mr.  Andres en,  April  21.) 

Inspection,  Standardization,  and  Grading  of  Farm  Products 

Cotton.  Would  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to 
make  available  to  every  producer  the  classification,  according  to 
cotton  standards  of  the  Cotton  Standards  Act,  of  a  sample  repre- 
senting each  bale  of  cotton  ginned  in  the  United  States.  Repre- 
sentative samples  are  to  weigh  four  to  six  ounces  and  are  to  be 
sent  directly  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  classification, 
the  postage  to  be  paid  by  the  Department.  The  Secretary  is  author- 
ized to  charge  a  reasonable  classif ication  fee.  To  finance  opera- 
tions, a  cotton  classing  fund  would  be  created.  (H.  R.  4384,  Mr. 
Fulmer,  April  16. ) 
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Poultry.  Would  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to 
collect  information  and  statistics  regarding  the  poultry  industry 
and  to  establish  poultry  standards  and  grades.  The  use  of  Federal 
standards  would  not  "be  mandatory  in  marketing  procedure.  For  con- 
tinued research,  a  Poultry  Division  in  the  Agricultural  Marketing 
Service  would  "be  created.     (H.  E.  4467,  Mr.  Coffee,  April  22.) 

Taxes  on  Foods 

Eggs .  Would  amend  the  Revenue  Act  of  1932  to  provide  frr  an 
excise  tax  on  eggs  and  egg  products.  The  tax  varies  with  the  type 
of  egg  product.     (H.  E.  4366,  Mr.  Lea,  April  15.) 

Public  Land  Administration 
Park  and  Eecreation  Lands 

Olympic  National  Park.  Would  accept  the  cession  "by  the 
State  of  Washington  of  all  lands  set  aside  for  a  national  park  to 
he  known  as  Olympic  National  Park.  (H.  E.  4336,  Mr.  Jackson,  April 
14.) 

Taxation  of  Eeal  Property 

Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes 

Indian  Lands.  These  hills  would  direct  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury.,  upon  estimates  of  the  Secretary  of  Interior,  to  pay  an- 
nual"!;/ to  each  State  in  which  Indian  lands  are  located  a  sun  equal 
to  the  amount  of  taxes  lost  by  taxing  jurisdictions.  Sums  are  to 
"be  apportioned  to  counties  in  proportion  to  Indian  lands  within  the 
county.  Monies  so  paid  may  be  expended  as  the  county  legislative 
body  sees  fit.  (S.  1322,  Mr.  Wheeler,  April  14;  H.  E.  4340,  Mr. 
O'Connor,  April  14. ) 

Welfare  and  Community  Services 

Education  and  Cultural  Opportunities 

Civilian  Conservation  Corps.  Eecause  of  the  emergency,  this 
bill  would  authorize  the  Director  of  the  Civilian  Conservation 
Corps,  at  his  discretion,  to  suspend  or  terminate  any  project  now 
in  operation  to  promote  the  education  and  vocational  training  of 
enrolleos  for  defense  activities.  (E.  E.  4393,  Mr.  Tola::,  A^ril 
16.) 
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STATS  LEGISLATION  -  3 ILLS  INTRODUCED 


Conservation 

Minerals 

*  Florida  -  Oil  and.  Gas.  "Concerns  the  conservation  of  crude 
oil  and  natural  gas;  prohibits  the  waste  thereof  and  requires  no- 
tice of  intention  to  drill."    (S.  3.  299,  Mr.  Wiseheart,  et  al.) 

*  Illinois  -  Drilling  Permits.  Would  prohibit  any  oil  or 
gas  well  from  "being  drilled  through  the  workings  or  projected  work- 
ings of  any  mine  except  with  the  approval  of  the  Department  of 
Mines  and  Minerals.  Drilling  permits  fixed  at  $100  are  '  required. 
Detailed  conditions  under  which  drilling  may  he  permitted  are  stip- 
ulated.    (H.  3.  496,  Mr.  Allison.) 

*  Illinois  -  Drilling  Requirements.  Would  provide  whenever 
oil  or  gas  is  produced  in  paying  quantities  from  a  well  on  any 
property  which  is  within  500  feet  of  other  properties,  which  are 
leased  for  gas  or  oil  production,  the  lessee  of  the  other  property 
would  he  required,  upon  a  three  months'  notice  of  the  lessor,  to 
drill  offset  wells  for  each  producing  well  on  the  neighboring  prop- 
erty.    (H.  3.  494,  Mr.  Tut tie.) 

Texas  -  Petroleum  Oil.  Would  authorize  the  railroad  commis- 
sion to  limit  the  production  of  crude  oil  in  the  State  so  that  it 
shall  not  exceed  the  "reasonable  market  demand  for  such  oil."  Quo- 
tas are  to  he  determined  for  the  various  pools  on  the  basis  of  mar- 
ginal well?-,,  pipeline  facilities,  drilling  densities,  degree  of 
waste,  etc.,  to  the  total  relation  of  market  demand.  Pains  are 
taken  to  stipulate  that  no  discrimination  is  to  exist.  (H.  3.  942, 
Mr.  Clark.) 

Soils 


Missouri  -  District  Law.  (See  H.  B.  289,  Bulletin  62,  page 
5).  This  is  the  second  soil  conservation  district  law  introduced 
by  the  same  author.  The  only  major  change  is  that  25  instead  of  50 
owners  may  form  a  districts  Sections'  dealing  with  the  district's 
powers  are  reworded,     (H.  3«  585,  Mr.  Caldwell.) 

*  Pennsylvania  -  Coal  Stripping.    Would    make    an  appropria-

tion  to  the  Department  of  Highways  for  the  purpose  of  cleaning  up 
and  removing  the  debris  of  abandoned  coal  stripping  operations  in 
the  vicinity  of  all  State  highways.     (H.  B.  1227,  Mr.  Bradley.) 

Other  Resources 

Massachusetts  -  Biological  Survey.  Would  authorize  the  ex- 
penditure by  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  C-ame  of  $50,000  over  a 
period  of  six  years  for  making  a  "biological  survey  of  the  inland 
waters  of  the  commonwealth  with  respect  to  their  suitability  for 
maintaining  fish  life.  The  Division  would  be  given  access  to  all 
records  necessary  to  make  the  investigation.  (H.  B.  2313,  Com.  on 
Conservation. ) 


Cooperatives 

Marketing  Cooperatives 

Massachusetts  -  Sxcise  Tax.  Would  amend  Ch.  63  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  to  provide  that  every  domestic  business  corporation  or- 
ganized as  a  cooperative  corporation,  other  than  a  cooperative  cor- 
poration without  capital  stock,  would  be  required  to  pay  annually 
an  excise  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  following:  (a)  An  amount  equal 
to  one-fourth  of  one  percent  of  its  annual  gross  receipts  from 
State  business,  and  (b)  an  amount  equal  to  $10  per  $1000  upon  the 
value  of  such  of  its  tangible  property  situated  in  the  State  as  is 
not  subject  to  local  taxation,  or  one-half  of  one  percent  of  the 
fair  value  of  its  capital  stock,  whichever  is  higher. 

Every  foreign  corporation  organized  under  laws  other  than 
thosn  of  the  State,  for  purposes  similar  to  those  of  domestic  coop- 
cratj/o  corporations,  would  be  required  to  pay  annually  an  excise 
equal  to  the  sum  of  the  following:  (l)  An  amount  equal  to  one- 
fourth  of  one  percent  of  its  annual  State  gross  receipts,  and  (2) 
an  amount  equal  to  $10  per  $1000  upon  the  value  of  such  of  its  tan- 
gible property  situated  in  the  State  as  is  not  subject  to  local 
taxation,  or  ono-half  of  one  percent  of  such  proportion  of  the  fair 
value  of  its  capital  stock  as  the  assets  employed  in  any  business 
within  the  State  bear  to  the  total  assets  of  the  corporation  em- 
ployed in  business.  This  Act  is  to  apply  to  taxes  assessed  in  1942 
and  thereafter.     (H.  B.  2296,  Com.  on  Taxation.) 

Rural  Electrif i cat  ion  Cooperatives 

Wisconsin  -  Governmental  Agencies.  Would  provide  that  any 
governmental  unit  or  agency  could,  by  action  of  its  governing  body, 
hold  membership  in  any  electric  cooperative  association.  In  ac- 
quiring this  membership,  the  unit  or  agency  would  not  become  finan- 
cially liable  for  more  than  the  payment  of  the  membership  fee  and 
the  fulfilment  of  lawfully  incurrod  contractual  obligations.  (A- 
mendment  to  A.  B.  270,  A,  Mr.  Nelson. ) 
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Service  and  Retail  Cooperatives 

*  Florida  -  Mortgages.    Would  relate  to  mortgages    or  other 
instruments    given    "by    cooperative    associations.     (S.  3.  10,  Mr. 
King. )  .  -'..'.v 

Minnesota  -  Suppli es. .or  S orvice.  These  Dills  would  provide 
that  the  State  and  its  political  subdivisions  could  become  members 
or  stockholders  of  any  cooperative  association  or  similar  organiza- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  supplies  or  services  required  in 
the  discharge  of  their  governmental  duties;  no  liability  would  be 
imposed  on  them.  This  membership,  or  stock  ownership  would  not  be 
deemed  as  waiving  any  immunity  or  power  possessed  in  their  sover- 
eign or  governmental  capacities.  (H.  B.  1375,  Mr.  Iverson;  S.  F. 
1270,  Mr.  Wahlstrand,  ct  al. ) 


Forestry 

Fire' Control 

*  Florida  -  Title  Rights.  Would  provide  "that  cooperative 
fire  protc-..":.ior.  upon  lands  in  cooperation  with  the  State  3oo,rd  of 
Forestry  shall  constitute  for  owner  adverse  possession,  under  color 
of  title,  under  certain  conditions."  (S.  B.  123,  Mr.  Adams;  H.  B. 
234,  Mr.  Dixon.) 

Forest  Management 

Colorado  -  Watershed  Areas*  Would  authorize  the  State  Board 
of  forestry  to  make  rules  of  forestry  practice  which  would  be  ap- 
plicable to  all  timbered  areas  in  the  State  held  in  private  owner- 
ship. These  rules  would  provide  for  leaving  any  cutover  area  in  a 
productive  condition  and  for  the  disposing  or  handling  of  the  slash 
resulting  from  such  timber  cutting  so  as  to  reasonably  reduce  fire 
hazard.  These  rules  of  forestry  practice  would  be  made  available 
to  any  owner  of  timbered  land  within  the  State  and  to  anyone  inter- 
ested in  cutting  timber  from  timbered  land  within  the  State. 

The  State  Board  of  Forestry  could  fix  and  charge  a  reasona- 
ble fee  to  cover  the  cost  of  inspecting  timber  cuttings  which  would 
be  the  number  of  feet  of  board-  measure  when  the  timber  was  cut,  or 
upon  other  bases  as  specified  by  the  Board.     (H.  B.  896.) 

*  Florid-0-  -  Forest  Law  Amendments.  These  bills  would  gener- 
ally amend  the  State  Forestry  Law. 

•  ■  S.  B.  118,  H.  B.  238  would  prescribe  the  period  of  time  for 
which"  the  arrangement  of  title  shall  be  shown  in  regular  proceed- 
ings, civil  or  criminal,  involving  ownership    of    lands    which  have 
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timber  thereon. 

S.  B.  119,  H.  B.  240  would  authorize  the  State  Board  of  For- 
estry to  charge  fees  for  the  use  of  parks. 

S.  3.  120,  H.  3.  239  would  prescribe  conditions,  stipula- 
tions and  covenants  by  which  grantee  or  lessee  shall  he  hound,  in 
sale  or  lease  of  pine  timber  in  the  absence  of  contract  or  lease 
provisions  to  the  contrary.    Cutting  standards  are  also  set  up. 

S.  B.  124,  E.  3.  241  would  confer  the  power  of  eminent  do- 
main on  the  State  Board  of  Forestry. 

S.  B.  127,  H.  3.  236  would  authorize  the  county  commission- 
ers of  any  county  to  employ  a  county  forester.  (S.  B.  118,  119, 
120,  124,  127,  Mr.  Adams;  E.  B.  238  ,  240  ,  239  ,  241,  256,  Mr.  Dixon.) 

*  Illinois  -  Taxation.  Would  provide  for  the  classification 
and  assessment  of  forest  lands  for  taxation.  The  true  cash  value 
would  he  deemed  to  he  $1  per  acre,  exclusive  of  any  mineral,  oil, 
stone,  or  gas  value  the  lands  might  have.  Application  for  classi- 
fication must  he  made  to  the  Department  of  Conservation.  ITo  parts 
of  la."ii  would  he  classified  unless  they  contain  at  least  three 
acres.  Dwellings  could  not  he  situated  thereon,  nor  could  the  land 
be  used  for  grazing  hy  domestic  animals.  (S.  3.  418,  Mr.  Thompson.) 

Massachusetts  -  national  Defense.  Would  authorize  the  issu- 
ance ct  permits  to  the  United  States  for  the  use  of  designated 
areas  in  State  forests  for  defense  purposes  during  the  present  na- 
tional, emergency.  The  governor  and  the  council  would  approve  the 
permit.     (E.  B.  2319,  Com.  on  Conservation.) 

Ecf  or z s  t  ati on 

*  ff'j-Q^ida  -  Cons t i tut ional  Amendments.  Would  add  a  new  sec- 
tion to  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution  which  would  vest  powers  in 
the  legislative  body  to  promote  forestation  and  reforestation.  (S. 
J.  ft.  65,  Mr.  Seal.) 

*  Florida  -  Forestry  and  Parks.  Would  empower  "county,  cit- 
ies, towns  or  school  districts  to  acquire,  protect,  reforest,  man- 
age, and  utilize  lands  for  forest  and  related  purposes."  (S.  3. 
122,  Mr.  Adams;  E.  3.  257,  Mr.  Dixon.) 

Minnesota  -  Interim  Commission.  Would  create  an  interim 
commission  consisting  of  three  members  of  the  Bouse,  three  members 
of  the  Senate,  and  the  commissioner  of  conservation.  This  commis- 
sion would  make  a  study  and  investigation  in  respect  to  forest  fire 
protection,  the  management  of  State  timber,  afforestation  and  re- 
forestation, establishment  and  maintenance  of  woodlots,  windbreaks, 
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shelter  "belts  throughout  the  State,  and  State  appropriations  needed 
in  carrying  out  a  long  tine  comprehensive  forestry  program.  A  re- 
port with  recommendations  would  "be  required.  (S.  P,  1390,  Mr. 
Ledin. ) 

Oregon  Research  Laboratory.  Would  authorize  the  establish- 
ment of  a  forest  products  research  laboratory  by  the  Oregon  State 
Board  of  Forestry  and  the  school  of  forestry  at  the  State  college 
for  the  purpose  of  cooperating  to  increase  utilization  of  the  waste 
resulting  from  the  harvesting  of  forest  crops.  An  initial  appro- 
priation of  $50,000  is  made. 

The  governor  would  be  empowered  to  appoint  an  advisory  com- 
mittee of  five  electors,  one  from  each  of  the  following  agencies: 
West  Coast  Lumbermen's  Association,  Western  Pine  Association,  the 
school  of  forestry  at  the  State  college,  the  Oregon  Plywood  Asso- 
ciation, and  the  Pacific  Northwest ' Forest  and  Range  Experiment  Sta- 
tion. The  functions  of  the  committee  would  be:  (l)  To  survey  the 
field  of  research  in  wood  fabrication  and  the  economic  utilization 
of  forest  products,'  (2)  to  cooperate  with  other  organizations  in 
promoting  research  in  and  the  use  of  forest  products,  and  (3)  to 
supervise  the  activities  of  the  forest  products  laboratory.  (S.  B. 
190,  Mr.  Ohilds,  et  al.) 

South  Carolina  -  County  Organization.  These  bills  would 
create  forest  Fire  Control  Organization  Districts  in  Pickens  and 
Clarendon  Counties  to  protect  forest  lands,  promote  reforestation 
on  denuded,  understocked,  and  submarginal  areas,  and  aid  in  the  en- 
forcement of  laws  pertaining  to  forests  and  other  lands.  All  fire 
prevention  and  control  work  in  these  Districts  would  be  under  the 
direction  of  the  South  Carolina  Commission  of  Forestry  and  the 
State  Forecfer. 


The  county  auditors  would  be  directed  annually  to  levy  a 
sufficient  tax  on  all  taxable  property  in  the  county  to  defray  ex- 
penses incident  to  the  forest  fire  control  provided. 

A  county  forestry  board  would  be  set  up  consisting  of  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Legislative  Delegation,  the  county  farm  demonstration 
agent,  a  practical  lumberman,  a  land  owning  farmer,  and  two  members 
from  the  county  at  large.  This  board  would  serve  in  an  advisory 
and  executive  capacity  for  the  performance  of  the  provisions  of 
■this  Act.     (S.  B.  507,  Mr.  Williams;  S.  3.  540,  Mr.  McFaddin. ) 


Governmental  Cooperation 

Interstate 


Michigan  -  Trade    Barriers.      Would    create    the  interstate 
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trade  "barriers  commission  composed  of  a  member  of  the  State  Senate, 
a  member  of  the  State  House  of  Representatives,  the  attorney  gener- 
al or  one  of  his  assistants,  and  two  members  of  the  bar  of  the 
State,  all  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor  for  two  year  terms.  The 
purpose  of  this  commission  would  be  to  study  methods  of  eliminating 
interstate  trade  barriers  on  a  basis  of  reciprocity  with  other 
States.  It  would  have  power  to:  (l)  Propose  amendments  to  stat- 
utes of  the  State  imposing  taxes  or  other  burdens  on  residents  of 
other  States  who  enter  the  State  or  ship  goods  into  it  in  the 
course  of  interstate  trade,  and  (2)  enter  discussions  and  negotia- 
tions with  representatives  of  other  States  for  the  purpose  of  lay- 
ing a  basis  for  interstate  compacts  or  other  reciprocal  arrange- 
ments designed  to  abolish  the  burdens  on  business  enterprise  caused 
by  regulatory  and  taxing  statutes  which,  in  their  practical  opera- 
tion, create  interstate  trade  barriers.     (S.  B.  282,  Mr.  Burns.) 

Nebraska  -  Boundary  Lines.  Would  establish  the  boundary 
line  between  Nebraska  and  Iowa  by  agreement.  Jurisdiction  would  be 
relinquished  .over  lands  in  Nebraska  lying  east  of  the  boundary  line 
and  contiguous  to  lands  in  Iowa.

This  Act  would  become  effective  upon  the  enactment  of  a  sim- 
ilar and  reciprocal  law  by  Iowa  and  the  approval  by  Congress.  (L.

State-Local 

*  Pennsylvania  -  Conciliating  Committee.  Would  set  up  a 
joint  legislative  interim  committee  to  settle  points  of  differences 
and  disputes  between  the  State  and  the  Federal  government.  The 
committee  is  to  serve  without  compensation.     (S.  C.  R.  121.) 

Wisconsin  -  Legislative  Committee.  Would  designate  certain 
members  of  county  boards  as  committees  on  legislation  to  appear  be- 
fore committees  of  the  State  Legislature  in  the  interest  of  pending 
legislation  affecting  the  interests  of.  the  county  represented. 
(Amendment  to  S.  B.  248,  S,  Com.  on  State  and  Local  Government.) 

Governmental  Structure  and  Administration 
State  Government 

*  Florida  -  Pish  and  Game  Commission.  Would  amend  the  Con- 
stitution to  create  a  new  executive  department,  the  Fish  and  Game 
Commission.     (S.  J.  R.  28,  Mr.  Clark,  et  al.) 

Minnesota  -  Interim  Committee.  Would  create  a  permanent  in- 
terim committee,  to  be  known  as  the  Legislative  Council,  consisting 
of  11  Senators,  tho  Speaker  of  the  House,  and  10  Representatives. 
Tho  Council  would  have  power  to:     (l)  Study,     investigate,    and  as- 
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semble  information  on  any  subject  upon  which  the  Legislature  legis- 
lates, or  as  the  Council  may  consider  useful  to  the  members  of  the 
Legislature;  (2)  collect  information  concerning  the  government  and 
general  welfare  of  the  State  and  its:  political  subdivisions;  exam- 
ine the  effect  and  operation  of  laws  and  recommend  amendments;  (3) 
study  and  promote  uniformity  of  legislation  in  the  United  States 
upon  subjects  upon  which  uniformity  would  be  desirable  and  confer 
with  commissioners  in  other  States  in  drafting  uniform  laws;  (4) 
study  and  examine  the  operation  and  effect  of  previously  enacted 
statutes,  the  administration  and  need  for  improvement;  and  (5)  pre- 
pare a  legislative  program,  in  the  form  of  proposed  bills  or  other- 
wise, to  be  presented  to  the  next* legislative  session.  (H.  P.  378, 
Mr.  MacKinnon,  et  al.) 

Local  Government 

*  Illinois  -  School  District  Elections.  These  bills  gener- 
ally amend  the.  school  district  election  law  to  make  it  conform  to 
the  general  elections  lav;.  Procedure  and  the  dates  of  elections 
are  changed.     (S.  B.  341,  342,  343,  344,  345,  348,  Mr.  Plagg. ) 

Kansas  -  Township  Roads .  These  bills  would  authorize  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  to  take  over  and  be  in  charge  of  the 
maintenance,  repair,  and-,  construction  of  township  roads  in  any 
county  not  operating  under  the  county  road  unit  system  upon  the 
filing  v/ith  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  a  petition  signed 
by  not  less  than  51  percent  of  'the  qualified  electors  of  the  town- 
ship. All  unused  road  money  or  surplus  funds  and  any  road,  machin- 
ery or  equipment  owned  by  the1'  township  would  be  turned  over  to  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  to  be  used  for  road  work  on  the  town- 
ship roads.    (S.  B.  221,  Mr.  Cavaness;  H.  B.  307,  Mr.  Allen.) 

Minnesota  -  County  Officials.  Would  provide  that  the  county 
auditor,  treasurer,  assessor,  sheriff,  highway  engineer,  register 
of  deeds,  and  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  in  every  county  de- 
vote his  or  her  entire  time  to  the  duties  of  the  office  and  be  oc- 
cupied with  no  other  business,  profession,  or  trade  while  holding 
office.    (S.  B.  1406,  Mr.  Eosenmeier. ) 

Missouri  -  Political  Subdivisions.  In  the  interests  of 
health,  safety,  and  welfare,  this  bill  would  authorize  political 
subdivisions  located  in  a  defense  area  to:  (l)  Acquire,  construct, 
reconstruct,  improve,  and  extend  certain  project  undertakings,  (2) 
collect  rates,  fees,  tolls,  and  charges,  or  to  enter  into  agree- 
ments for  their  payment  for  services,  facilities,  and  commodities 
furnished,  and  (3)  issue  bonds  payable  solely  from  the  revenues  de- 
rived in  the  operation  of  these 'undertakings.  A  Board  of  Public 
Works  would  be  created  consisting  of  five  members,  who  would  be 
qualified  voters  and  resident  taxpayers  of  the  municipality,  to 
construct,  manage,  and  operate  the  undertakings. 
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The  Government  would  be  authorized  to  cons  tract  any  under- 
taking within  a  defense  area  and  to  acquire  lands,  easements, 
rights  of  lands,  and  water  rights  for  this  purpose.  (5.  3.  171, 
Mr.  Donnelly,  et  al. ) 

Oklahoma  -  County  Officers 1  Salaries.  Would  provide  for  a 
State-wide  uniform  schedule  of  salaries  and  compensation  for  county 
officers  and  deputies,  as  well  as  traveling  expenses  for  county  of- 
ficials. Counties  are  divided  into  ten  classifications  on  the  ba- 
sis of  population  and  assessed  valuation,  and  uniform  schedules  are 
set  for  each  grade.     (H.  B.  145,  Mr.  Estes,  et  al. ) 

Oklahoma  -  County  Offices.  Would  authorize  the  consolida- 
tion of  two  pr  more  of  the  following  offices  by  a  vote  of  the  peo- 
ple at  an  election  called  for  that  purpose:  county  judge,  county 
superintendent  of  schools,  county  clerk,  court  clerk,  county  treas- 
urer, county  assessor,  county  surveyor,  and  county  weigher*  The 
office  of  county  judge  could  not  be  abolished,  but  the  duties  of 
any  other  officers  could  be  transferred  to  the  county  judge.  (S. 
B.  265,  Mr.  Thornton.) 

*  Pennsylvania  -  Consolidation.  Would  require  the  prelimi- 
nary consent  of  the  lesser  political  subdivision  in  all  consolida- 
tion and  annexation  procedure.     (H.  3.  1059,  Mr.  Brunner,  et  al.) 

*  Pennsylvania  -  School  Superintendents .  Would  amend  the 
general  school  law  providing  for  and  regulating  the  tenure  of  of- 
fice and  salaries  of  county  and  assistant  county  superintendents. 
(S.  B,  443,  Mr.  Crowe.) 

Texas  -  County  Scalers.  Would  amend  the  Revised  Civil  Stat- 
utes y£  Texas  by  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  county  sealer 
of  weights  and  measures  at  a  salary  of  not  less  than  $1500  a  year. 
The  fee  system  of  inspecting,  testing,  etc.,  of  weights  and  meas- 
ures would  be  abolished.     (H.  B.  915,  Mr.  Evans.) 


Land  Development 

Drainage  and  Irrigation  Projects 

*  Illinois  -  Drainage  Districts.  Would  amend  the  drainage 
districts  lav;  to  give  any  drainage  district  which  is  contiguous  to 
another  drainage  district  that  adjoins  a  third  drainage  district 
the  same  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations,  etc.,  as  if  it  ad- 
joined the  third  drainago  district  whore  all  throe  districts  util- 
ize in  whole  or  in  part  a  common  outlet  within  ono  of  the  dis- 
tricts.    (S.  B.  404,  Mr.  Peters.) 

Missouri  -  Maintenance  Tax.    Would  ropcal  Section  12434,  Ar- 
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ticle  3,  Ch.  79,  Revised  Statutes,  1939,  and  enact  a  new  section  in 
its  place  to  authorize  county  courts  to  levy  a  tax  upon  each,  tract 
of  land  within  each  drainage  district  subject  to  taxation  to  main- 
tain, repair,  and  replace  drains,  ditches,  levees,  and  other  works 
of  the  district  for  whose  "benefit  the  tax  is  levied.  The  tax  would 
he  known  as  a  maintenance  tax  and  would  "be  apportioned  on  the  basis 
of  "benefits  assessed  for  the  original  construction.  The  tn.x  would 
be  limited  in  any  one  year  to  six  percent  of  the  original  cost  of 
construction.     (H.  B.  167,  Mr.  Hunger,  et  al. ) 

Missouri  -  Maintenance  Tax.  Would  amend  Article  3,  Ch.  79, 
Revised  Statutes,  1939,  to  permit  landowners  in  drainage  or  levee 
districts,  that  are  subject  to  taxation  for  maintenance  of '  the  dis- 
trict, to  file  a  petition  alleging  that  their  lands  should  not  be 
subject  to  the  maintenance  tax  and  giving  the  reasons.  Should  the 
court  find  that  the  lands  would  not  be  benefited  in  any  way  because 
of  conditions  that  have  changed  since  the  digging  of  the  ditches  or 
building  of  the  levees,  then  no  maintenance  tax  would  he  levied. 
(H.  B.  169,  Mr.  Munger. ) 

Texas- -  Acquisition  of  Property.  Would  authorize  conserva- 
tion and  reclamation  districts  or  authorities,  estahlished  under 
Article  16 :  Section  59a  of  the  Constitution,  to  which  State  ad  va- 
lorem taxes  have  been  granted  for  a  period  of  years,  to  condemn 
property  necessary  in  the  construction  or  operation  of  its  dams, 
reservoirs,  or  other  properties.  A  hearing  is  provided  for  in  case 
possession  of  the  property  should  be  desired  immediately.  (H.  B. 
885,  Mr.  Clark.) 

Texas  -  Territory  Annexation.  Would  provide  for  the  annexa- 
tion of  territory  not  embraced  in  a  water  improvement  district  upon 
the  filing  of  a  petition  of  annexation,  'ratified  at  an  election 
held  for  that  purpose.  The  added  territory  would  be  subject  to  all 
laws  governing  the  district  and  would  bear  its  pro  rata  part  of  the 
indebtedness  or  taxes  of  the  district  to  which  it  is  added.  (H.  B. 
752,  Mr.  Celaya. ) 


Land  Tenure 

Corporate  Ownership  of  Land 

Maine  -  Homestead  Exemption  and  Old  Age  Assistance.  These 
bills  are  to  provide  funds  for  old  age  assistance  and  homestead  tax 
relief:  H.  P.  1917  imposes  an  excise  tax  on  each  sale  at  retail  of 
tangible  personal  property  and  services  of  two  percent  of  the  sell- 
ing price.  H.  P.  1918  imposes  a  tax  upon  vendors  of  two  percent  of 
the  receipts  from  sales  of  tangible  personal  property  at  retail  or 
for  services  performed. 
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The  homestead  exemption  provisions  are  the  same  in  "both 
bills  and  are  as  follows:  All  persons  having  title  in  equity  to 
real  property  including  vendees  in  possession  under  contracts  to 
purchase  would  "be  entitled  to  exemption  from  all  taxation,  except 
for  special  assessments  for  benefits,  up  to  the  assessed  value  of 
$2000  on  the  real  property.  A  "Homestead  Fund"  would  be  set  up  and 
out  of  this  Fund  $1,000,000  would  "be  appropriated  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1942,  and  for  each  year  thereafter  to  pay  old 
age  pensions.  (H.  P.  1917,  Com.  on  Taxation;  H.  P.  1918,  Com.  on 
Taxation. ) 

Landlord- Tenant  Relationships 

*  Pennsylvania  -  Wage  Liens .  Would  make  the  wages  and  com- 
pensation of  all  employes  a  prior  lien  against  the  real  and  person- 
al property  of  their  employer  "for  a  dofinite  period  of  time."  (S. 
B.  642,  Mr.  Lctzlcr.) 

Succession  and  Transfer  of  Real  Property 

*  Florida  -  Validating  Title.  Would  provide  for  the  estab- 
lishment and  quieting  of  titles  to  real  property  held  in  continued 
adverse  possession  for  a  period  of  seven  years.  (S.  3.  82,  I'.r. 
Home;  H.  B.  310,  Mr.  Dowda. ) 

*  Illinois  -  Recording  of  Transactions.  Would  provide  that 
no  civil  action,  whether  legal  or  equitable,  affecting  unregistered 
land  or  estate  could  be  deemed  to  be  "lis  pendens "  or  official  no- 
tice until  the  action  has  been  filed  with  the  recorder  of  deeds. 
(S.  B.  400,  Mr.  Thompson.) 

Oklahoma  -  Mortgages.  Would  amend  the  Oklahoma  Statutes  of 
1931  to  impose  a  tax  of  ten  cents  on  each  $100  for  each  year  (a  ma- 
jor fraction  of  a  year  to  count  as  a  full  year)  where  the  mortgage 
was  for  five  years  or  less  and  five  cents  on  each  $100  for  each 
year  the  mortgage  is  effective  over  five  years.  Any  extension 
agreement  or  substitute  mortgage  differing  as  to  terms  or  amount 
would  be  taxable  as  a  new  mortgage.  No  abatement  of  the  tax  would 
be  allowed  because  of  installment  maturities,  the  mortgage  being 
deemed  security  for  the  whole  debt.  Mortgages  of  an  indeterminate 
period  would  be  taxed  as  of  five  years  but  after  the  termination  of 
the  five  year  period  no  judgment  or  final  order  in  any  action  or 
proceeding  would  be  allowed  until  the  tax  for  the  additional  period 
was  paid.    (H.  B.  516,  Mr.  Langley. ) 

*  Pennsylvania  -  Title  Transfer.  Would  authorise  and  direct 
county  commissioners  upon  the  sale  of  county  lands  acquired  for 
taxes ,  to  execute  and  deliver  fee  simple  deeds  to  the  purchaser. 
(H.  B.  1283,  Mr.  Petrosky.) 
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Marketing. 

Agricultural  Prices  and  Income 

*  Pennsylvania  -  3eet  Sugar.  In  the  Interests  of  the  tax 
"burdened  consumer,  the  cane  sugar  industry  in  Pennsylvania  and  the 
nation's  Pan  American  policy,  this  resolution  would  memorialize 
Congress  to  oppose  any  change  in  the  existing  heet;  sugar  legisla- 
tion.-   (H.  Res.  77,  Mr.'  Corrigan.) 

Inspection,  Standardization,  and  Grading  of  Parn  Products 

Minnesota  -  Apples.  Would  authorize  the  commissioner  of  ag- 
riculture to  fix  and  promulgate  official  standards  for  grading  and 
classifying  apples  offered  for  sale.  The  commissioner  would  he  em- 
powered to  inspect  places  where  apples  are  sold  as  well  as  apples 
and  apple  containers,  and  to  promulgate  rules  necessary  to  the  en- 
forcement of  the  Act.     (H.  P.  1242,  Mr..  Howard,,  et  al. ) 

Texas  -  Cotton.  Would  direct  the  State  commissioner  of  ag- 
riculture to  call  upon  the  Texas  Experiment;  Station  to  investigate 
the  handling,  inspection,  and  transportation  of  cotton  in  the  State, 
to  study  the  materials  used  for  hale  covering,  rind  to  promulgate 
standards  for  materials  to  be  used  for  hale  covering.  The  stand- 
ards, when  received  "by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  would  be 
known  as  the  "Texas  Official  Cotton  Tare  Standards."  (S.  B.  435, 
Mr.  Sulak. ) 

Licensing  and  Regulation  of  Handlers 

*  i!ii2£i£  ~  Dairy  Plants.  S.  -B.  415  and  H.  B.  492  would 
require  persons  operating  dairy  plants  or  receiving  stations,  hand- 
ling 250  pounds  or  more  of  fluid  milk  per  day,  to  obtain  a  license 
from  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  license  must  "be  accompan- 
ied "by  a  financial  statement  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether 
the  applicant  is  financially  responsible.  The- Department  is  au- 
thorized to  investigate  the  financial  situation  of  individual  pro- 
ducers or  cooperatives  and  require  bond  where  "the  applicant  is  not 
financially  responsible. " 

S.  3.  416  and  H.  B.  493  would  appropriate  $2500  to  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  for  the  purpose  of  administering  the  Act. 
(S.  B.  415  and  416,  Mr.  Paddock;  H.  B.  492  and  493,  Mr.  Hunter.) 

*  Illinois  -  Bggs.  Would  make  it  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
sell  at  retail  any  eggs  in  any  other  manner  than  by  weight.  Airy 
containers  are  to  carry  markings  of  the  net  weight.  (H.  B.  538, 
Mr.  Hayne. ) 

Massachusetts  -  Milk.    Would  recreate  the  milk  control  board 
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composed  of  three  members  appointed  "by  the  governor  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  council.  The  board  would  have  the  following 
powers:  (l)  To  designate  and  establish  as  markets  the  several  na- 
tural milk  marketing  areas  of  the  commonwealth,  (2)  to  investigate 
and  regulate  matters  pertaining  to  markets,  to  the  production,  man- 
ufacture, processing,  storage,  transportation,  disposal,  distribu- 
tion, and  sale  of  milk  products,  and  the  establishment  and  mainte- 
nance of  reasonable  trade  practices,  (3)  to  adopt  desirable  and 
necessary  orders,  rules,  and  regulations,  and  (4)  to  act  as  media- 
tors and  arbitrators  in  any  controversy  or  issue  between  producers 
and  milk  dealers.  Procedures  of  hearing  and  review  are  provided. 
(H.  B.  2325,  Com.  on  Agriculture. ) 

Minnesota  -  Fresh  Fruits  and  Vegetables.  Would  make  it  un- 
lawful for  oaiy  broker  to  misrepresent  the  name  of  the  title  owner 
of  any  agricultural  commodity.  All  brokers  of  agricultural  commod- 
ities would  be  required  to  remit  to  the  vendor  or  shipper  all  pro- 
ceeds of  sales  received  by  the  broker,  less  the  agreed  brokerage, 
and  they  also  would  be  required  to  be  licensed  by  the  commissioner 
of  agriculture,  the  minimum  license  fee  being  $50  a  year,  which 
would  apply  to  those  brokers  buying  or  selling  400  or  less  carloads 
or  truck  loads  yearly.  A  $50  additional  license  would  be  assessed 
for  each  successive  500  carloads  or  truck  loads  bought  or  sold  dur- 
ing the  year.  All  license  fees  collected  would  be  paid  into  a  spe- 
cial fund  to  be  used  in  meeting  the  costs  of  the  enforcement  of  the 
Act.     (H.  F.  906,  Mr.  Erickson,  et  al.) 

Missouri  -  Apples .  Would  amend  the  inspection  and  marketing 
law  by  including  apples  as  an  agricultural  product.  The  commis- 
sioner of  agriculture  is  authorized  to  formulate  grades,  issue  "ap- 
ple merchandise  stamps"  and  generally  regulate  the  marketing  as- 
pects of  the  law.     (H.  B.  426,  Mr.  Turner.) 

Ohio  -  Eggs .  Would  supplement  the  General  Code  to  provide 
that  all  eggs  sold  must  meet  net  weight  and  size  requirements,  and 
eggs  sold  as  "fresh"  must  meet  these  requirements  as  well  as  stan- 
dards of  freshness.  The  power  of  enforcement  of  this  Act  would  be 
vested  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Tho  Ohio  egg  advisory  commission  would  be  created  whose  duty 
would  be  to  consult  with  the  director  of  agriculture  on  the  inter- 
pretation and  administration  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  This 
commission  would  be  composed  of  the  following:  A  representative  of 
the  Ohio  Poultry  Improvement  Association,  a  representative  of  the 
Federated  Egg  Cooperatives,  a  representative  of  the  Ohio  Retail 
Grocers  and  Meat  Dealers  Association,  a  representative  of  the  Ohio 
Chain  Store  Committeo,  a  representative  of  the  Ohio  Wholesale  Egg 
Dealers  Organization,  and  a  representative  of  the  Ohio  Federation 
of  Women's  Clubs.     (S.  B.  341,  Mr.  Parker.) 

Ohio  -  Livestock.      Would  amend  the  Code  relative  to  licons- 
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ing  of  livestock  dealers  or  "brokers  and  the  sale  of  livestock.  Li- 
censes, unless  revoked,  would  expire  December  31  of  each  year.  No 
license  could  "be  issued  unless  a  copy  of  a  scale  test  certificate 
showing  the  condition  of  the  weighing  facilities  "be  secured.  A 
bond  and  an  annual  fee  would  "be  required.     (H.  B.  468,  Mr.  Kowalk.) 

Oklahoma  -  goods,  Drugs ,  and  Cosmetics.      Would  prohibit  the 
manufacturing    or    sale    of  adulterated  or  mis branded  foods,  drugs, 
devices,  or  cosmetics.    Existing  laws  would    be    revised  to  conform 
with  Federal  standards.      The  Act  would  be  administered  by  the  com- 
missioner of  the  State  Health  Department.     (S.  B.  155,  Mr.  Babb.) 

*  Pennsylvania  -  Milk.  Would  set  up  quality  standards  for 
milk  and  milk  products  and  increase  inspection  requirements  for 
dairy  farms  and  milk  plants.  Additional  powers  are  conferred  upon 
the  Secretary  of  Health  and  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  A  Dairy  Ad- 
visory Council  is  established  in  the  Department  of  Health.  (S.  B. 
558,  Mr.  Mundy,  et  al.) 

*  Penflsylva-flia  -  Milk  Marketing.  Would  amend  and  increase 
the  scope  of  the  milk  marketing  law. 

All  milk  received  on  consignment  or  otherwise  is  to  be  sub- 
ject to  price  fixing  and  bonding  provisions  of  the  Act.  Further 
procedure  regarding  the  granting  and  revocation  of  milk  licenses  is 
stated.  The  requisites  of  price  fixing  orders  are  clarified.  The 
bill  authorizes  the  establishment  of  equalization  pools  and  estab- 
lishes "The  Milk  Equalization  Fund"  as  a  receiver  to  cover  amounts 
by  defaulting  milk  dealers. 

The  milk  control  commission  is  given  extended  power  in  the 
regulation  of  milk  dealers  and  cooperative  o-ssociations  and  is  au- 
thorized to  establish  a  base  rating  price  system,  a  system  of  clas- 
sified prices,  and  a  system  of  equalizing  or  pooling  minimum  prices 
to  be  paid  individual  producers  or  any  combination  thereof.  (S.  B. 
562,  Mr.  Letzler. ) 

Surplus  Marketing 

*  Illinois  -  Food  Stamps.  Would  provide  that  any  local  sub- 
division  of  less  than  500,000  which  has  insufficient  funds  of  its 
own  to  inaugurate  the  food  stamp  plan  may  apply  to  the  Illinois 
Emergency  Relief  Commission  for  stamps.  An  appropriation  of 
$400,000  is  made  to  the  Commission.     (H.  B.  587,  Mr.  Gibbs.) 

Nebraska  -  Revolving  Funds.  These  bills  would  set  up  re- 
volving funds  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  surplus  commodity  or- 
ganization. L.  B.  211  would  s-et  up  a  State  revolving  fund,  and  L. 
B.  375  a  county  revolving  fund.  (L.  B.  375,  Mr.  Raecke,  et  al;  I. 
B.  221,  Mr.  Callan,  et  al.) 
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*  Pennsylvania  -  Revolving  Fund.  Would  create  a  revolving 
fund  in  the  State  treasury  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  dis- 
tribution of  surplus  commodities  on  the  food  stamp  plan.  Costs  of 
administering  the  fund  are  provided  for  out  of  appropriations  made 
for  public  assistance.     (S.  B.  1078,  Mr.  Boney. ) 

*  Pennsylvania  -  Stamp  Fund.  These  "bills  would  establish 
the  surplus  commodity  stamp  fund  and  authorize  the  State  treasurer 
to  disburse  money  from  the  fund  upon  requisition  of  the  secretary 
of  public  assistance.     (S.  B.  614;  H.  B.  1126,  Mr.  Readinger. ) 

Taxes  on  Foods 

Wisconsin  -  Oleomargarine.  Would  memorialize  Congress  to 
defeat  H.  R.  3753  and  H.  R.  3754,  now  pending,  bills  designed  to 
repeal  the  Federal  tax  of  six  dollars  per  annum  on  retail  dealers 
handling  oleomargarine.

Seeds,  Feeds,  and  Fertilizers 

*  Illinois  -  Vegetable  Seeds.  Amends  the  seed  law  to  in- 
clude vegetable  seeds.  Weed  seeds  are  further  defined.  Further 
standards  for  testing  and  analysis  are  set  up.  (S.  B.  275,  Mr. 
Lantz. ) 

Oklahoma  -  S cods .  Would  provide  that  this  Act  be  cited  as 
the  Oklahoma  State  Seed  Law.  Every  bag  or  container  of  agricultur- 
al seeds  to  be  sold  would  be  required  to  be  properly  labeled.  Seed 
could  not  be  sold  unless  previously  tested  to  determine  the. per- 
centage of  germination  and  noxious  weed  seeds. 

The  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  would  havo 
the  duty  of  enforcing  this  Act.  He  would  be  required  to  maintain  a 
seed  laboratory,  inspect  seeds,  stop  the  sale  of  seed  not  meeting 
the  requirements  of  this  Act,  and  establish  and  maintain  a  bureau 
known  as  the  Seed  and  Plant  Division,  consisting  of  employees  now 
provided  by  law  for  the  Seed  Bureau  of  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture. He. would  be  authorized  to  cooperate  with  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Federal  Seed 
Act  where  mutual  understanding  is  reached  by  written  cooperative 
agreement.  All  retail  and  wholesale  seed  dealers  would  be  required 
to  pay  an  annual  license  fee  of  one  dollar  which  would  bo  collected 
by  the  State  seed  analyst.     (S.  B.  261,  Mr.  Cox,  et  al.) 

Planning  and  Evaluation  of  Programs 
Land  and  Natural  Resource  Planning 


Oklahoma  -  Grand  River  Dam  Authority.      Would  amend  laws  re- 
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lating  to  the  Grand  River  Dam  Authority  by  increasing  the  'bounda- 
ries of  the  district  and  authorising  it  to  establish  and  enforce 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  control  of  commercial  and  recreation- 
al activities  in  the  area.     (H.  B.  43,  Mr.  Kirkpatrick. ) 

Oklahoma  -  Revolving  Fond,  Would  create  a  Revolving  Fund 
for  the  Oklahoma  Planning  and  Resources  Board  which  would  he  col- 
lected by  the  Beard  from  the  construction  of  farm  ponds,  lakes, 
levees,  irrigation  ditches,  and  other  water  utilization  projects. 
The  Revolving  Fund  could  "be  expended  for  the  purchase  and  mainte- 
nance of  construction  equipment.     (H.  3.  495,  Mr.  Speck,  et  al. ) 

Public  Finance 
Borrowing,  Bankruptcy,  and  Debt  Adjustment 

*  Illinois  -  Debt  Limitations.  Would  amend  Sections  1  and 
1.3  of  the  Indebtedness  Limitations  Act  and  repeal  Sections  1.1, 
1.2,  and  3  thereof.  Villages,  incorporated  towns,  road  districts, 
sanitary  districts,  forest  reserve  districts,  fire  protection  dis- 
tricts, and  park  districts  are  included  within  the  Act,  and  school 
districts  are  excluded  therefrom.    (H.  B.  455,  Mr.  Keller,  et  al. ) 

*  .Illinois  -  Deht  Refunding.  Would  authorize  any  county  of 
less  than  70,000  population  to  issue  bonds  for  debt  refunding  pur- 
poses. The  bonds  may  "be  issued  without  referendum  unless  a  peti- 
tion is  presented  requesting  a  referendum  on  the  proposition.  (H. 
B.  533,  Mr.  Gibbs . ) 

*  Illinois  -  Referendum  Procedure.  These  bills  would  re- 
quire a  referendum  and  generally  amend  the  election  procedure  be- 
fore school  districts  may  issue  bonds.  Elections  are  to  conform 
with  general  election  laws.     (S.  B.  346  and  347,  Mr.  Flagg,  et  al.) 

Michigan  -  Townships.  Would  authorize  townships  to  issue 
bonds  for  the  purchase  of  lands  and  the  acquisition  and  equipment 
of  airports.  A  favorable  referendum  is  required.  (S.  B.  276,  Mr. 
Saur. ) 

Hew  Hamp shire  -  Relief  Expenditures.  Would  authorize  the 
State  treasurer,  under  the  direction  of  the  governor  and  council, 
to  borrow  upon  the  credit  of  the  State  an  amount  not  exceeding 
$500,000.  This  would  be  to  reimburse  the  State  treasury  for  grants 
to  counties,  cities,  and  towns  on  account  of  monies  expended  by 
them  for  direct  relief.  For  this  purpose,  bonds  could  be  issued 
and  sold  in  the  form  and  with  provisions  determined  by  the  governor 
and  council. 
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Ohio  -  Political  Subdivisions.  Would  amend  the  Code  rela- 
tive to  issuing  bonds  to  participate  in  Federal  aid  by  political 
subdivisions  by  eliminating  the  following  from  the  present  law: 
"provided,  however,  that  no  bonds  shall  be  issued  hereunder  for  the 
acquisition,  construction,  extension,  enlargement,  lease,  operation 
or  maintenance  of  any  proprietary  function  of  a  municipal  corpora- 
tion or  other  subdivision  which  shall  compete  with  existing  private 
enterprise."    (H.  B.  19?,  Mr.  Gardner.) 

Financial  Administration 

California  -  Budget  Committee.  Would  create  a  legislative 
budget  committee  to  ascertain  facts  and  make  recommendations  to  the 
Legislature  concerning  the  State  with  a  view  toward  reducing  the 
cost  of  the  State  Government  and  securing  greater  efficiency  and 
economy.  The  committee  would  consist  of  five  members  of  the  Senate 
and  five  members  of  the  Assembly.     (S.  C.  R.  22,  Mr.  Rich,  et  al. ) 

*  Pennsylvania  -  Board  of  Tax  Appeals .  Would  abolish  the 
board  of  finance  and  revenue  and  create  in  its  place  a  new 'Board  of 
Tax  Appeals".  All  functions  and  duties  of  the  old  board  rre  trans- 
ferred to  the  new.     (S.  B.  513,  Mr.  Edmonds.) 

*  Pennsylvania  -  Tax  Lev;/  Statement.  Would  require  each  po- 
litical subdivision  to  file  in  the  office  of  the  county  commission- 
ers a  statement  of  their  annual  rate  of  tax  levy.  Costs  cf  report- 
ing and  indexing  are  to  be  at  the  expense  of  the  county.  (H.  3. 
1131,  Mr.  Aukor. ) 

Grants  in  Aid 

*  Florida  -  State  Roads .  Would  refund  to  each  county  all 
monies  which  have  been  furnished  or  paid  out  from  January  1,  1915, 
to  the  date  of  this  Act  for  the  construction  of  any  roads  which 
have  been  designated  as  State  roads.  (S.  J.  R.  70,  Mr.  Parker,  et 
al.) 

*  Illinois  -  School  District  Aid.  Would  memorialize  Con- 
gress to  pass  S.  B.  13  which  would  permit  the  Federal  Government  to 
provide  financial  relief  to  school  districts  in  the  State  './hose 
costs  have  increased  because  of  defense  industries  in  their  terri- 
tory.    (H.  J.  R.  34,  Mr.  O'Neill.) 

Oklahoma  -  Schools.  These  bills  would  set  up  formulas  for 
school  aids  and  designate  procedures  by  which  they  should    be  paid. 

H.  B.  179  and  S.  B.  14  determine  the  amount  of  State  aid  by 
subtracting  the  amount  of  the  "Minimum  Program  Income"  from  the 
cost  of  the  "Minimum  Program".  A  schedule  of  teachers'  salaries 
and    pupil    attendance  standards    is    created    in    figuring  minimum 
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costs.  The  "bills  leave  appropriation  up  to  the  Legislature,  stipu- 
lating, however,  that  any  reductions  in  the  minimum  program  should 
"be  uniform  in  application  to  all  schools. 

H.  1.  4-10  provides  that  where  the  school  district  has  util- 
ized all  sources  of  income  available,  the  State  Board  of  Education 
is  authorized  to  grant  a  sum  which,  when  added  to  other  revenues, 
shall  be  equal  to  a  per  capita  of  $50  for  elementary  pupils  and  $65 
for  high  school  pupils.  A  "transportation  payment"  formula  is  also 
set  up.  (S.  B.  14,  Joint  Com.  on  Education;  H.  B.  179,  Senate- 
House  Joint  Com.;  H.  B.  410,  Mr.  Massey. ) 

*  Pennsylvania  -  School  Aids .  Would  memorialize  Congress  in 
the  interests  of  equalizing  school  standards  to  enact  legislation 
granting  Federal  aid  to  education.     (H.  Res.  67,  Mr.  Stine.) 

Revenue  Sources 

Oklahoma  -  Ad  Valorem  Taxes .  Provides  that  school  districts 
shall  receive  at  least  five  mills  of  the  fifteen  mill  ad  valorem 
tax  provided  "by  the  Constitution.     (H.  B.  1.) 

Oklahoma  -  Ad  Valorem  Taxes.  Would  repeal  Section  12669, 
Oklahoma  Statutes,  1931,  as  amended  "by  Ch.  122,  Oklahoma  Session 
Laws,  1933,  relating  to  ad  valorem  tax  levies.  (H.  3.  282,  Mr. 
S to vail. ) 

Oklahoma  -  Ad  Valorem  Taxes.  Would  repeal  Article  22,  Ch. 
66,  Session  Laws  of  1939,  relating  to  excessive  ad  valorem  assess- 
ments.    (Ho  B.  291,  Mr.  Banks.) 

Oklahoma  -  Ad  V.alorem  Taxes .  Would  repeal  Sections  12657 
and  12658,  '^lahoma  Statutes  of  1931,  relating  to  ad  valorem  tax  to 
pay  the  .expense  of  State  Government .  (H.  B.  444,  Mr.  Stovall,  et 
al. ) 


Public  Land  Administration 

General  Management  Problems 

Arizona  -  Classification.  Would  amend  the  State  Land  Clas- 
sification Lav;  to  allow  the  State  lands  commissioner  to  reclassify 
unl eased  lands  into  three  grades — A,  B,  and  C.  Class if ication  nust 
be  coripleted  "by  June  14,  1941.  ITo  existing  lease  is  to  "be  amended 
until  a  land  classification  has  "been  made.  (S.  B.  182,  Com.  on 
Public  Lands. ) 


Arizona  -  Leasing.    Would  amend  Section  11-301,  Arizono.  Code 
of  1939,  to  provide  that  all  State  land    is    to  "be  subject  to  lease 
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for  a  term  of  not  more  then  ten  years  for  agricultural  and  grazing 
purposes  and  for  not  more  than  20  years  for  mining  or  mineral  pur- 
poses. Leases  for  all  other  purposes  are  to  "be  issued  for  a  term 
of  not  more  than  five  years  without  advertising. 

Section  11-301  provided  that  State  lands  were  to  be  subject 
to  lease  for  no  longer  than  20  years;  and  when  leased  for  a  term 
exceeding  five  years,  the  lease  was  to  be  granted  according  to  the 
Constitution  and  the  law  and  regulations  of  the  department,  the 
rental  to  be  subject  to  reappraisal  and  readjustment  at  the  end  of 
each  five  year  period  of  the  lease.     (S.  B.  85,  Com.  on  Livestock.) 

*  Florida  -  Land  Sales .  "Relates  to  the  proceeds  from  the 
sale  of  lands  under  Chapter  18296,  Acts  of  1937,  known  as  the 
•Murphy  Act ln.  (S.  B.  98,  Mr.  Seal;  K.  B.  220,  Mr.  Overstreet,  et 
al.) 

*  Florida  -  Public  Property  Liens .  "Relates  to  counties  of 
the  State  and  provides  that  no  monies,  judgments  or  decrees  shall 
be  a  lien  upon  the  property  thereof."    (H.  B.  364,  Mr.  Sheldon.) 

Minnesota  -  Military  Lands .  Would  authorize  the  Adjutant 
General  to  acquire  by  purchase,  gift,  or  condemnation  such  lands  as 
he  deems  necessary  for  a  military  field  training  center  at  Camp 
Ripley  or  other  suitable  places  in  the  State.  The  executive  coun- 
cil must  approve  the  transaction.     (H.  P.  1595,.  Mr.  Hall.) 

Minnesota  -  Mineral  Rights.  These  bills  would  authorize  the 
State  to  lease  and  contract  mineral  rights  on  all  tax  forfeited 
lands.  If  the  interest  in  mineral  rights  acquired  in  the  State 
through  land  forfeiture  "is  an  undivided  part  of  the  whole  interest 
therein, "  the  royalties  paid  to  the  State  are  to  be  in  such  propor- 
tion as  the  undivided  part  owned  by  the  State  bears  to  the  whole 
interest  in  such  minerals  and  mineral  rights.  Proceeds  are  to  go 
to  the  General  Revenue  Fund,  except  that  H.  F.  134  provides,  that 
where  the  State  holds  title  in  trust  for  the  taxing  districts,  the 
proceeds  are  to  go  to  the  Forfeited  Tax  Fund  of  the  county.  (S.  F. 
1282,  Mr.  Rosenmeier;  H.  F.  1348,  Mr.  Moore.) 

Missouri  -  Jurisdiction.  Would  cede,  exclusive  jurisdiction 
of  land  acquired  by  the  United  States  Government  to  that  Government 
when  acquired  for  military  purposes.  The  right  to  serve  criminal 
and  civil  processes  of  the  land  so  acquired  would  be  reserved  to 
the  State.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  land  ceded  would  continue  no 
longer  than  the  United  States  owns  the  lands.  (S.  P.  183,  Mr. 
Roberts ,  et  al. ) 

Oklahoma  -  Certificates  of  Purchase.  Would  authorize  the 
commissioners  of  the  land  office  to  allocate,  upon  a  proportionate 
acreage  basis,  the  balance    of    the  purchase  price  remaining  unpaid

on  Certificates  of  Purchase  covering  original  grant  lands  lying 
along  the  100th  degree  meridian.  As  a  result  of  a  decision  of  the 
supreme  court,  a  portion  of  these  lands  was  found  to  "be  situated  in 
the  State  of  Texas.  The  purpose  of  this  Act  would  he  to  provide  a 
fair  and  equitahle  nethod  "by  which  those  holders  of  Certificates  of 
Purchase,  covering  in  part,  lands  located  in  Texas  and  which  the 
commissioners  of  the  land  office  had  no  authority  to  sell,  could 
protect  their  rights.     (S.  33..  279,  Mr.  Harbison,  et  al.) 

Oklahoma  -  Condemnation  Procediire.  Would  specify  that  this 
Act  "be  known  as  the  "Condemnation  Procedure  Act  of  the  State  of  Ok- 
lahoma1'. The  intent  of  this  Act  would  he  to  guarantee  to  property 
'owners  just  and  fair  compensation  for  property  taken  or  damaged  for 
public  use  hy  providing  adequate  legal  procedure.  It  would  apply 
to  all  corporations,  partnerships,  individuals,  municipalities,  the 
State,  any  institution  in  the  State,  State  highway  commission, 
schools  and  school  districts,  the  Federal  Government,  cities  and 
towns,  and  eleemosynary  institutions  having  the  right  or  power  of 
eminent  domain.  It  would  not  apply  to  street  improvement  dis- 
tricts, sewer  districts,  drainage  districts,  or  to  any  property 
owner  unless  he  file  within  nine  days  after  service  of  notice  a 
written  waiver  setting  forth  that  he  desired  to  proceed  as  pro- 
vided, and  that  he  waived  the  procedure  set  out  in  the  Constitution 
providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  hoard  of  commissioners  of  not 
less  than  three  freeholders...  (S.  33.  246,  Mr.  Gary,  et  al. ) 

Texas  -  Acquis  it  ion.-  Would  authorize  any  city  or  county, 
separately  or  jointly,  to  acquire  lands  for  the  use  of  the  United 
States  Government,  either  "by  lease,  or  fee  simple  title.  The  lands 
would  have  to  he  within  the  limits  of  the  county  acquiring  them,  or 
if  acquired  hy  a  city,  within  the  limits  of  the  county  in  which  the 
city  is ■located.  For  the  purpose  of  acquiring  lease-hold  interest 
or  fee  simple  title  to  lands  for  the  use  of  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment, the  city  or  county  would  he  authorized  to  appropriate 
availahle  funds  and  issue,  time  warrants  in  payment  thereof.  Pos- 
session of  the  lands  may  he  had  immediately  after  filing  the  con- 
demnation suit  hy  depositing  with  the  county  clerk  the  amount  of 
money  estimated  to  "be  the  just  compensation  for  the  interest  in  the 
land  taken.     (S.  33.  433.)    ,   .  - 

:.  ...Texas  -  School  -Districts.  Would  authorize  any  independent 
school'  district,  -upon  the  order  of  the  trustees  and  with  the  con- 
's ent.  of ,  the  ,,  State  superintendent  of  public  .  instruction,  to  sell, 
exchange  and  convey  real  property  "belonging  to  the  district  and  to 
apply  any  proceeds  to  the  purchase  of  necessary  grounds ,  the  build- 
ing or  repairing  of  school  houses,  or  to  tlie  credit  of  the  local 
maintenance  school  'fund  of  the  district.  All  sales  heretofore  made 
hy  any  independent  school  district  are  validated,  (H.  3.  854,  Mr. 
Kennedy. ) 
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Wisconsin  -  Mineral  and  Oil  Rights .  Would  deem  all  reserva- 
tions of  under  surface  rights  in  land  to  "be  real  estate  and  to  be 
taxed  as  such.     (A.  3.  738,  A,  Com.  on  Rules.) 

Parle  and  Recreation  Lands 

*  Florida  -  Park  Board.  Would  change  name  of  "Florida  Board 
of  Forestry"  to  "Florida  Board  of  Forestry  and  Parks."  (S.  3.  125, 
Mr.  Adams;  H.  B.  235,  Mr.  Dixon.) 

*  P]^£ida  -  Parle  Director.  Would  authorize  the  State  board 
of  forestry  to  employ  a  director  and  other  employees  for  the  Flori- 
da park  service.     (S.  3.  126,  Mr.  Adams;  H.  3.  252,  Mr.  Dixon.) 

*  Florida  -  Public  Rights .  Would  authorize  the  State  board 
of  forestry  to  dedicate  State  park  lands  for  public  use.  (S.  3. 
121;  H.  B.  233,  Mr.  Dixon.) 

*  Illinois  -  Sale  of  Park  Lands .  Would  require  certain  park 
districts  to  hold  a  referendum  before  selling  real  estate.  Elec- 
tions are  to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  other  park  district 
elections.     (S.  B.  332,  Mr.  Flagg,  et  al.) 

Services  to  Agriculture 
Agriculture  Promotion  and  Chemurgy 

*  Florida  -  Agricultural  Associations.  Would  authorize  the 
formation  of  "limited  agricultural  associations ".  Powers  and  du- 
ties are  defined.     (S.  3.  173,  Mr.  Lindler.) 

*  Pennsylvania  -  County  Fairs .  Would  authorize  the  county 
commissioners  to  acquire  real  estate  by  lease,  purchase,  or  eminent 
domain  powers  for  use  as  fair  ground.  The  commissioners  may  do  all 
things  necessary  for  the  establishment  of  fairs  including  the  ap- 
propriation of  funds,  joint  action  with  other  political  subdivi- 
sions, the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  and  the  creation  of  county 
fair  boards.     (H.  3.  1172,  Mr.  Lovott,  et  al.) 

Agriculture  Research  and  Education 

*  Pennsylvania  -  Flax.  Would  make  an  appropriation  to  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  for  use  in  research  work  dealing  with 
flax  and  other  farm  products.     (S.  3.  452,  Mr.  Ziesenheim. ) 

*  Pennsylvania  -  Grape-Berry  Moth.  Would  moke  an  appropria- 
tion to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  use  in  controlling  the 
grape-berry  moth.     (K.  3.  1041,  Mr.  Van  Alls burg. ) 
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Pest  and  Weed  Control 

California  -  Migratory  Wild  Powl.  Would  memorialize  the 
United  States  Department  of  Interior  to  allow  feeding  of  wild  fowl 
on  the  grounds  of  hunting  clubs  so  that  the  "birds  would  not  all  use 
the  Sacramento  Valley  as  a  feeding  ground  in  their  migratory  trav- 
els.    (A.  J.  H.  42,  Mr.  Lowrey. ) 

Ilew  Mexico  -  Insects.  Would  establish  the'  Department  of  In- 
sect Control  of  the  State  of  Hew  Mexico  under  the  management,  con- 
trol, and  direction  of  a  State  entomologist  to  he  appointed  "by  the 
governor. 

The  State  entomologist  would  be  given  authority  to:  (l) 
With  the  approval  of  the  governor,  appoint  necessary  personnel,  (2) 
conduct  a  systematic  study  of  insect  prohlems,  supervise  and  gener- 
ally direct  activities  to  prevent  injuries  to  forests,  timber,  and

attention  to  dangers  of  insect  pests  and  make  recommendations  as  to 
proper  methods  and  means  of  handling  and  controlling  insect  pests, 
and  (5)  estahlish  a  research  laboratory  for  the  purpose  of  research 
work  in  entomology.     (H.  33.  273,  Mr.  Pino,  et  al.) 

Ohio  -  Mosquitoes ,  Plies ,  etc.  Would  amend  the  general  code 
relative  to  the  organization  and  powers  of  sanitary  districts  to 
include  extermination  and  prevention  of  mosquitoes,  flies,  and 
other  insects  and  the  abatement'  of  their-  "breeding  places.  Incident 
to  these  purposes,  supplies,  materials,  and  equipment  could  be  pur- 
chased, laborers  and  technicians  could  be  employed,  and  structures 
and  improvements  could  be  built  and  maintained.  (H.  33.  600,  Mr. 
Cramer,  et  al. ) 

Oklahoma  -  Ticks.  Would  appropriate  $30,000  to  be  used  by 
the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  in  the  eradication  and  control 
of  ticks.     (H.  33.  112,  Mr.  Cooper,  et  al.) 

*  Pennsylvania  -  Japanes e  Beetles.  These  bills  would  make 
an  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  use  in  con- 
trolling and  exterminating  Japanese  Beetles.  (S.  B.  612;  H.  B. 
1032,  Mr.  Bent z el.) 

Taxation  of  Real  Property 
Assessment,  Levy,  and  Collection 

Colorado  -  Deeds.      Would    amend    Ch.  145,    Session  Laws  of 
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Colorado,  1939,  to  provide  that  any  number  of  tracts  or  parcels  of 
land  not  exceeding  25,  whether  sold  for  taxes  for  the  same  year  or 
different  years,  may  he  included  and  described  in  one  notice  of  ap- 
plication for  tax  deed,  and  the  tracts  and  parcels  and  the  several 
sales  thereof  not  exceeding  25  may  also  he  included  and  described 
in  a  single  request  for  tax  deed.  Suits  to  try  or  quiet  title  now 
pending  or  heretofore  termino.ted  and  decrees  and  orders  issued  and 
entered  which  are  in  conformity  with  this  Act  are  valid  and  suffi- 
cient in  the  respects  covered  by  this  Act.  (H.  3.  107,  Mr.  Magill.) 

*  3H-orid-a  Tax  Deeds.  Would  provide  for  a  lien  on  lands 
embraced  in  tax  deeds  and  the  foreclosure  in  equity  of  such  deeds 
as  well  as  procedure  in  such  cases  in  which  tax  deeds  have  been  is- 
sued.    (H.  B.  288,  Mr.  Potter,  et  al. ) 

Minnesota  -  Forfeited  Land  Sale.  Would  provide  that  land 
sold  prior  to  June,  1940,  without  first  having  the  timber  thereon 
appraised,  may  have  title  validated  by  having  the  sale  ratified  by 
the  commissioner  of  taxation.  Application  must  be  made  for  approv-

Hinnesota  -  Real  Estate  Brokers  i  nd  Salesmen.  Would  license 
all  real  estate  brokers  or  salesmen  after  July  1,  194-1. 

The  Minnesota  Heal  Estate  Commission  would  "be  created,  con- 
pose.1,  of  three  members  appointed  by  the  governor,  one  fro:1,  a  first 
class  city  and  two  from  districts  outside  of  first  class  cities. 
This  Commission  would  have  the  following  powers:  (l)  To  prescribe 
the  form  of  license  to  be  issued,  (2)  upon  complaint,  to  investi- 
gate the  actions  of  real  estate  brokers  and  salesmen,  and,  v/hen 
necessary,  revoke  their  licenses,  (3)  publish  annually  a  list  of 
the  names  and  addresses  of  all  licensees,  and  (d)  conduct  real  es- 
tate courses  and  institutes.
